Shaw trial 
testimony 
surprising 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - Surprise tes­ 
timony in Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison’s 
case against Clay L. Shaw has placed 
the three men accused of conspiring 
to assassinate John F. Kennedy togeth­ 
er in a car three months before the mur­ 
der. 
The story came from the last of five 
state witnesses produced in rapid order 
late Thursday on the opening day of tes­ 
timony in the trial of Shaw on charges 
of plotting the killing of President Ken­ 
nedy with Lee Harvey Oswald and David 
W. Ferrie. 
The state’s big gun testimony previ­ 
ously was that the three were overheard 
plotting the killing in mid-September, 
1963. That story was from Perry Ray­ 
mond Russo in a preliminary hearing 
two years ago. Russo will be a star 
witness for Garrison in this trial. 
The automobile testimony was given 
by Corrie C. Collins of Baton Rouge, 
La., a Negro mail handler. He said that 
in 1963 he was working in a state hos­ 
pital in Jackson, La., near Baton Rouge, 
and also was chairman in nearby Clin­ 
ton, La., of the local Chapter of the 
Congress of Racial Equality (CORE). 
He identified Shaw in the courtroom 
and Ferrie from a picture as the men 
he saw in the front seat of the parked 
car. Oswald, he said, got out of the 
back seat and entered a voter registra­ 
tion line while the other two waited for 
him to register. 
The other four witnesses Thursday 
placed one or two of the alleged conspir­ 
ators at Clinton or Jackson. But only 
Collins had all of them, and riding to­ 
gether. AH placed the time as proba­ 
bly late August. 
The state began its new episode by 
calling Edwin Lee McGeehee, a Jack­ 
son Darner, wrosaiaamanwnomhelater 
recognized from television as Oswald 
came into his shop for a haircut and 
asked how to go about getting a job at the 
East Louisiana State Hospital there. 
He told him, McGeehee said, to go to 
Reeves Morgan, the local state repre­ 
sentative, for advice about the job. 
Under Dymond’s cross examination, 
he said Oswald was clean shaven. Rus­ 
so has said the man he knew as “ Leon’ ’ 
Oswald in the mid-September plotting 
had a beard. 
Morgan, the next witness, said Os­ 
wald, an unbearded man in a dark shirt, 
came to his home. He said he told Os­ 
wald he couldn’t recommend him but that 
he should get a Civil Service examina­ 
tion. Morgan said he recognized Os­ 
wald’s picture in the papers after the 
assassination. 
John Manchester, the Clinton town 
marshal, testified that in late August, 
1963, CORE was sponsoring a voter reg­ 
istration drive in Clinton and he was on 
duty to “ keep out outside agitators.” 
He pointed a finger at Shaw in the 
courtroom as the driver of the parked 
limousine and said he had identified 
himself as a representative of the Inter­ 
national Trade Mart in New Orleans. 
Henry E. Palmer, the registrar, in 
front of whose office the Cadillac was 
parked, said the car was there for hours 
while Oswald waited in line. Oswald pro- 
duced a Navy identification card for 
him, Palmer said. 
Palmer pointed to Shaw as “ fitting 
the general description” of the car 
driver, whom he saw only from the rear.”

Nixon promises 
far-reaching 
tax alterations 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e Nixon Ad­ 
ministration said today it would propose 
far-reaching tax reforms to Congress 
this year including changes in income 
tax laws to give the average citizen a 
better break. 
But Treasury Secretary David M. Ken­ 
nedy, in a statement, gave no specifics 
of the package he said his staff has been 
directed to prepare. 
Treasury officials said the package 
likely would include changes in income 
tax laws to benefit the individual tax­ 
payers and tax incentive proposals aim­ 
ed at recruiting business support and 
funding of Nixon Administration urban 
and social programs. 
A Treasury spokesman said Kenne­ 
dy’s staff would also be directed to 
make recommendations for closing loop­ 
holes used by big income earners to 
ease their tax burdens. 
Kennedy said the first item of con­ 
cern to the Administration was theques- 
tion, “ Are all Americans in similar 
circumstances 
paying approximately 
the same amount of income taxes?” 
A second study area, Kennedy said, 
is the “ use of tax credits to help 
solve the problems of the cities and of our 
disadvantaged.”

program 
— which officials 
indicated 
probably 
would not be proposed this year — in­ 
cludes a revision of federal-state tax re­ 
lationships. 
An official said that tax sharing pro­ 
posals, tax credits for local and state 
governments, and estate and gift tax 
changes would be part of the long-range 
study. 
President Nixon told his news confer­ 
ence Thursday that tax reforms would 
be proposed but offered no specifics 
and stressed that today’s statement by 
Kennedy would be in the form only of a

A Treasury official asserted today: 
“ The highest priority will be in the 
equity and incentive areas of change. 
We would hope for congressional action 
because if they are good and sound, we 
ought to go ahead and get them through.” 


ilies in the foothill community of Glen­ 
dora fled their homes where mudslides 
destroyed many houses last month. This 
time, however, there were no slides. 
The one-day storm dumped 1.28 inch­ 
es of rain on Civic Center and broke a 
century old record. 
“There has been no period of record- 
ed history here where it rained more than 
15.80 inches in less than a month,” said 
Ken Levitt, private weather statistician. 
“We’re experiencing weather history.” 
Clearing skies were forecast today but 
the U.S. Weather Bureau said storms 
were building in the Aleutian Islands 
and more rain could arrive by Sunday. 
The winds reached hurricane force in 
some areas. In the coastal community 
of Oceanside, 72 mph winds ripped the 
roofs from an unoccupied house and a nur­ 
sery. A pitched roof on a Laguna Beach 
home was ripped off and flung by the wind 
into a hillside 50 yards away. 
In the Highland Park section of Los 
Angeles, eight hillside homes in the path 
of a creeping mudslide were condemned 
and ordered abandoned. Authorities said 
there was no hope of saving the houses. 
Police said two men died in rain or 
wind related traffic accidents. 
Skiers this weekend looked forward to 
as much as 3 feet of new snow in moun­ 
tain areas 
More than 17.4 inches of 
snow fell on Mt. San Jacinto which 
towers above Palm Springs, bringing the 
total on the ground to 54 inches. 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI)-Four 
barges loaded with thousands of barrels 
of mud headed for an offshore oil drill­ 
ing platform today to try to snuff out 
a gusher which has mucked up nearly 
30 miles of beaches. 
Driven down the coast by northwest 
winds up to 20 knots, the 800-square 
mile oil slick moved closer to Los An­ 
geles County. 
In Washington, Secretary of the In­ 
terior Walter J. Hickel called for oil 
companies to immediately cease drill­ 
ing operations off the Southern Califor­ 
nia coast until it could be determined 
“with some certainty that we are not 
risking another blowout in the area by 
continued drilling.” 


Fierce winds and stormy seas dur­ 
ing the night propelled the huge slick 
further down the coast, leaving splotches 
of foul-smelling black crude smeared on 
the beaches as far away as Ventura, 
28 miles by road from Santa Barbara. 
By morning, the seas had subsided suf­ 
ficiently for the barges to haul the drill­ 
ing mud — a compound of clay, water and 
chemicals — out to the drilling rig to 
begin jamming mud into the three inch 
casing pipe in an effort to seal the leak. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
was to make an aerial inspection of the 
slick this afternoon and then be briefed 
on the situation by authorities. 


Muskie is chairman of the subcom­ 
mittee on Air and Water pollution of the 
Senate Public Works committee. He has 
introduced legislation calling for strict 
federal controls on oil pollution and cur­ 
rently is holding hearings on the bill. 
President Nixon was considering de­ 
claring the contaminated coastal sec­ 
tion a disaster area to qualify it for 
federal financial assistance. He already 
has authorized use of federal troops and 
equipment, if necessary, to battle the in­ 
vasion of crude oil. 
About 500 men struggled today on the 
beaches to sop the gummy oil with straw. 
Vacuum trucks sucked the scum from 
the edges of Santa Barbara Harbor where 
more than 700 small craft had black ring­ 
ed hulls from the slick. 


Tourism is a $45 million annual busi­ 
ness here and businessmen feared the 
leaking oil would seriously cripple the 
economy. Hardest hit were the com­ 
mercial and sport fishing operations and 
boat rental agencies. 
“Our living is predicted on a unique 
beauty here,” said C. K. Hannason, who 
rents sailboats and motorboats for plea­ 
sure cruises. “ When that beauty is mar­ 
red by something like this, our liveli­ 
hood is aifected. 
“ If this can happen I just don’t think 
they 
ought 
to allow those wells out 
there.” 
Union Oil is one of several major 
companies drilling in the Santa 
Bar­ 
bara channel on federal oil leases allo­ 
cated one year ago by auction. The leak­ 
ing well, owned jointly by Union and three 
other companies, would have been the 
first producing holes. 


The general manager of the Santa 
Barbara Chamber of Commerce, said the 
slick will undoubtedly cripple the tourist 
industry. “ Just how much we won’t know 
for 60 to 90 days.” 
It could take that long to clean the 
beaches of the oil, which sticks to the 
feet like chewing gum. Union Oil offi­ 
cials said if the mud fails to stem the 
leak, it could take two weeks to drill a 
relief shaft, the only alternative.

was like ball of fire' 
MELBOURNE, Australia (UPI) - A 
Melbourne-to-Sydney

train smashed head-on into a freight 
today just as scores of its 196 passers 
gers were sitting down to breakfast in 
the dining cars. 
“ It was like a ball of fire,” said 
Sydney truck driver Olin McAlister, 
who saw the crash outside the country 
hamlet of Violet Town, 105 miles north­ 
east of Melbourne. 
Police said rescuers had found 10 bod­ 
ies and that 16 persons were missing. 
Eight passengers were feared dead in 
one burned-out car. About 100 persons 
were injured. Police said. 
“ You could hear the screams 400 yards 
away,” another witness said. “ It was a 
horrifying impact — a hell of a m ess.” 
“There were bodies everywhere,” Mc­ 
Allister told police. “One of the carri­ 
ages was perched crazily right up in the 
air.” 
Travelling salesman Peter Fennessy, 
facing the crack express in his car, wat­ 
ched the two trains approaching one an­ 
other “ but didn’t realize it was a single 
track. 


“ There was a hell of a smash,” he 
said. “ Everything seemed to shake, A 
car from the freight went sailing high 
through the air, through the dust and 
smoke. 
“ They were both in the air. They 
seemed to hang there for a long time 
and the carriages of the Aurora kept on 
crashing into the engine and each other.

Use of straw to soak up oil 
creating mounting problems

Union Oil Company’s program of laying out hundreds of tons of straw to collect 
oil from Santa Barbara city beaches was running into heaps of trouble late Thursday. 
First of all, there are mounting problems of how and where to dispose of the many 
tons of oil-soaked straw being raked up and placed into huge trucks. 
Secondly, criticism was arising as to how effective the shredded straw is in re­ 
ducing beach pollution. Both Federal and city officials were said to be increasingly 
skeptical of the worth of the use of straw to disperse oil on the beaches. 
The oil company was forced Thursday to discontinue use of the former Santa Bar­ 
bara city dump off Los Positas Rd. as an oil-soaked straw dumping ground when the 
large trucks became mired on muddy roads leading to it. 
Dr. Joseph T. Nardo, county health director, said he would not approve any open 
space for the dumping of the oily debris because of health dangers to children and 
animals, and odor problems. Finally, city officials said the oil company is now 
having to haul the debris to an approved dumping area in Ventura County. 
Santa Barbara City I’ark Director Michael Pahossaidhe frankly thought the straw 
project wasn’t effective. I’ahos said it wouldn’t be until the leaking well is stopped. 
A Federal Water Pollution Control aide said the same thing. 
The straw is being placed along three miles of city beaches where the oil ranges 
from one-half to one inch in thickness. 
Meanwhile, County Health Director Nardo revealed his office has posted city 
beach areas against public entry as they are polluted with oil. He said those col­ 
lecting oil damaged birds and others on emergency missions were excluded from 
the order.

William B. Arveson, 34, a math­ 
ematics department lecturer as- 
sertedly refused orders not to 
block traffic at Sather Gate. 
Strikers shouted the familiar 
cries of “ on strike, shut it 
down” and “ power to the peo­ 
ple” Strike leaders admonished 
the demonstrators against vio­ 
lence. 
The big force of police includ­ 
ed highway patrolmen authoriz­ 
ed by Reagan in his emergen­ 
cy declaration Wednesday in the 
wake of Tuesday’s on campus 
violence that produced two doz­ 
en injuries and 20 arrests. 
Reagan said he had “ reached 
the end of the line” with dissi­ 
dents.

first time last week, will first 
determine how many additional 
students can be enrolled under 
EOP during the next year, giv­ 
en the funds available. About 
250 students currently study at 
UCSB under EOP, a program 
that began with only six stu­ 
dents in spring of 1966. 
Other aspects of the program 
to come under scrutiny will be 
the structure and staffing, ad­ 
mission procedures, financial 
aid, counseling and achievement 
records of EOP students. Dr. 
Cheadle has charged the com­ 
mittee to make sure that the 
program is “the best one pos­ 
sible” with the resources avail­ 
able. 
The first phase of the EOP 
operation is to get low-income 
and minority students to enroll. 
Many are recruited through re­ 
ferrals by present EOP stu­ 
dents and by teachers and coun­ 
selors in minority area high 
schools and junior colleges. 
Others are encouraged to seek 
further education by teams of 
UCSB student volunteers who 
annually crusade for recuits in 
scores of high schools and jun­ 
ior colleges from the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area to the Mexican 
border. 
“ Basic to EOP is the fact — 
now recognized by almost ev­ 
eryone — that students in mi­ 
nority - area schools too often 
regard going on to a university 
as an impossible dream ,” EOP 
coordinator Peyton said. “They 
need to be encouraged to con­ 
tinue on in the educational pro­ 
cess.” 
The 
second 
phase begins 
when the student is enrolled. 
EOP then arranges for finan­ 
cial aid, housing, 
special tu­ 
toring when needed, counsel­ 
ing and social and educational 
contact with faculty members 
and other students. 
The tutoring is often crucial 
to academic 
success. 
Many 
economically 
disadvantaged 
students with great potential do 
not 
meet 
entrance require­ 
ments. The University, recog­ 
nizing this, specified that up to 
four per cent of the entering 
students may be admitted below 
the normal academic require­ 
ments. Of this four per cent, 
two per cent is allocated for 
economically 
disadvantaged 
students first and the remaining 
two per cent may be a.’lotted to 
students demanstrating poten­ 
tial but who have not evidenced 
it in their grades. These stu­ 
dents are assisted in any way 
possible to bring them up to 
their true potential. 
The EOP program is sup­ 
ported by a portion ofthe regis­ 
tration fees paid by students; 
a self - imposed $3 per year 
assessment voted last year by 
the 
Associated 
Students 
at UCSB; and from contribu­ 
tions from area citizens, facul­ 
ty and staff members and local 
organizations.

Regents 
match local funds on a five-to. 
one basis up to the limits of

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— 
Republican senators are sick 
and tired of being the last to be 
informed about important admi­ 
nistration policy decisions and 
appointments and they have let 
President Nixon know it. 
An 
unpublicized 
but well- 
attended two-hour meeting Wed­ 
nesday of GOP senators gave 
the word to Bryce C. Harlow, 
Nixon’s assistant for congres­ 
sional relations. 
Chairman Gordon Allottofthe 
GOP Policy Committee, presid­ 
ed at the private meeting of 
senators and their chief assi­ 
stants. Harlow and White House 
aide Harry S. Flemming also 
attended. 
Harlow 
tried 
his 
best to 
explain that Nixon had been in 
office less than three weeks; 
that the problems of transition 
were tremendous; that there 
was not any conscious effort on 
the part of the White House to 
short-circuit Congress. 
But he hardly got started with 
his 
explanation, 
when 
Sen. 
Hiram 
L. 
Fong, 
R-Hawaii, 
waved a teletyped press report 
at Harlow. The story, already in 
newspaper offices across the 
country, told of a Nixon plan to 
take 
postmasterships out of 
politics and make them Civil 
Service appointments. 
Fong is the ranking Republi­ 
can on the Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee and didn’t 
agree with the plan. He said a 
system had been set up for 
consulting ranking members of 
congressional 
committees in 
advance, but that in this case 
the system broke down. 
Sen. 
Roman 
Hruska 
of 
Nebraska was highly agitated 
that 
there 
were 
so 
many 
Democrats still holding high 
office in the Republican admi­ 
nistration. 
“ We worked hard to elect 
Nixon because we wanted a 
change. 
We 
don’t 
feel 
the 
change is coming fast enough,” 
one participant summed up. 
Hruska made the point that 
these holdover Democrats could 
not be trusted; they would not 
be loyal; and that they were in 
positions 
to cause the new 
administration trouble. He was 
especially concerned over 'cer­ 
tain people” who had difficulties 
during the Johnson administra­ 
tion who were still in office. 
“ The White House has certain 
obligations to the Senate. And 
we have obligations to the party 
in our state^ where Republi­ 
cans 
want 
help 
from 
the 
President,” another participant 
paraphrased the message to 
Harlow. “ We want in on the 
decision making. We don’t just 
want to be informed after it's 
made or announced. And we 
need more than one day’s notice 
on some of these appointments, 
too.” 
Another 
advised: 
“ Don’t 
catch us by surprise.”

Oakland soldier 
triad for mutiny 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
A California soldier went before 
an Army court m artial board 
on mutiny charges Thursday in 
the second of a series of pro­ 
ceedings against 27 GI prison­ 
ers who held a sit-down strike 
at the Presidio stockade. 
The defendant, Pvt. Nesrey 
Sood, 25, Oakland, had been 
scheduled to face trial with 
eight other soldiers, but their 
attorney obtained a delay. 
The 27 soldiers, some veter­ 
ans of Vietnam, were charged 
with mutiny for a demonstra­ 
tion at the stockade last Oct. 
14. They said they were pro­ 
testing conditions at the prison 
and the fatal shooting of a fel­ 
low inmate during an escape 
attempt. 
Thursday’s opening session 
was highlighted by a clash be­ 
tween a civilian defense attor­ 
ney, Paul Halvonik, 29, of San 
Francisco, and the Presiding 
Army officer, Lt. Col. George 
R. Robinson.

Robert F. Kennedy as soon as 
six alternate jurors are select­ 
ed and sworn in to sit with the 
main panel of eight men and 
four women already officially 
seated.

alternates tentatively 
were seated after Thursday’s

during 
which 
the 
defense 
and 
the prosecution 
each used their initial preemp- 
tory challenges. Each side has 
12 preem ptories for use in the 
selection of alternates. 
The prosecution exercised a 
preemptory 
challenge against 
Marshall Wolfe, a switchboard 
operator, while Mrs. Georgia 
Liddle, 
a 
housewife, 
was 
excused on a peremptory by the 
defense. 
The regular jury was sworn 
in Wednesday one day after a 
defense motion 
to quash the 
indictment against Sirhan was 
rejected 
by 
Superior 
Court 
Judge Herbert V. Walker. 
The defense claim ed that the 
grand 
jury 
which 
indicted 
Sirhan 
for 
the 
slaying 
of 
Kennedy last June 5 was not 
selected from a broad cro ss 
section of the people, did not 
include 
poor 
persons 
and 
therefore deprived him of his 
consitutional rights. 
On the opening day of the 
trial Jan. 7, Grant B. Cooper, 
the chief defense counsel, made 
a startling motion that the trial 
be heard by two juries. Walker 
turned down the motion for one 
jury to decide Sirhan’s guilt or 
innocence and another to decide 
the penalty. 
Sirhan, dressed in a new grey 
suit which was a present from 
his 
mother, 
was inattentive 
during Thursday’s proceedings. 
He whispered frequently to one 
of his attorneys, R ussell Par­ 
sons, 
but 
didn’t 
seem 
too 
interested in the questioning of 
prospective alternate 
jurors. 
He waved to his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Sirhan, who was seated in 
the 
back of the eighth floor 
courtroom in the hall of justice, 
and sm iled at his two brothers 
when they arrived late.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and legislative 
Dem ocrats are having a strange 
war of words over taxes. 
Both sides want to give back 
som e of the huge budget sur­ 
plus that will be on hand June 
30. 
But the question is how 
much and when. 
The Senate and Assembly, 
who plan to start a five - day 
work week soon, were in recess 
for a three-day weekend while 
both sides of the tax battle 
weighed their stands. 
It really started in 1967 when 
freshman 
Governor 
Reagan 
sponsored a $1 billion tax pro­ 
gram — four tim es higher than 
any previous tax increase—and 
got it through the Dem ocratic- 
controlled legislature 
Two years later he discov­ 
ered that the money was com ­ 
ing in faster than expected — 
by around $247 million, which 
is about 25 per cent of the origi­ 
nal tax boost. 
So, he told the state’s taxpay­ 
e r s they could have som e of it 
back. He said that next year 
when the taxpayer files his in­ 
come tax he can deduct 10 per 
cent of his payment. 
That would cost $100 m illion 
to the state, leaving $147 m il­ 
lion from this year’s surplus 
still to be spent. But Reagan 
figured that $105 million of that 
should go to pay for extra state 
aid to local school districts, 
about 30 per cent of the boost 
wanted by public instruction su­ 
perintendent Max Rafferty. 
Assemblyman J ess M. Unmh, 
deposed by Republicans this 
year from his power base as 
speaker, 
and Sen. George S. 
Moscone, the young turk Demo­ 
cratic leader of the Senate, 
called a joint news conference 
to demand the money be given 
back now—this year. 
The next day Moscone said he 
was prepared to introduce next 
week a bill to establish a $2 0 0 
m illion cash tax rebate that 
would be paid before Dec. 31, 
1969. 
“ It is a serious breach of 
faith for this administration to 
collect more in taxes than it 
can 
profitably 
spend,” 
the 
young San Francisco Democrat 


said. “ The money should be re­ 
turned to the people as fast as 
possible. 
“It would be a cheap political 
trick to accum m ulatethetaxpay 
e r s ’ cash and then use it in 
1970 as election year, to finance 
a deficit budget and pretend to 
cut ta x es.”

RX for a Nothing Wall 


By JOANNE 
Most homes have a “ noth­ 
ing” wall. T hat’s the one 
with a single standard win­ 
dow not quite in the middle 
of a flat end wall, and noth­ 
ing you do seems to give it 
any decorating punch. 


If there’s a nothing wall in 
your house, take heart. With 
the idea shown today, you 
can turn it into a decorating 
trium ph. 


The trick is to give the 
wall im portance by covering 
it with an im portant fabric 
or w allpaper; then adding 
an overscaled curtain 
a r­ 
rangem ent to conceal the 
underscaled window dim en­ 
sion. 


F irst, pick a fabric with 
real im pact—in this case, a 
spring-garden print of super­ 
jonquils in radiant tones of 
green-yellow-orange w i t h 
plenty of white. The easiest 
way to cover the walls is 
simply 
to 
s t a p l e 
fabric 
widths in position and cover 
top and bottom raw edges 
with molding strips. Fabric 
can also be hung just like 
wallpaper. 


Lined draperies are hung 
from one of the big fluted 
rods. This one is yellow, with 
big white rings supporting 
the curtains and em phasiz­ 
ing the color scheme. The 
rod is centered on the wall 
and the too-tiny window hid­ 
den beneath sunshine-sheer 
curtains. These may be hung 
on a traverse rod if you 
have a view worth peeking 
at. 


Custom-made lined drap­ 
eries can be unbelievably ex­ 
pensive, and they are sur­ 
prisingly easy to m ake your­ 
self. 
Don’t 
short-cut 
and 
skip the lining. It m akes the 
curtain hang more graceful­ 
ly and offers sun protection 
lor the fabric. 


D raperies are made either 
to the sill or to the floor. In 
this case, the sill-length ac­ 
cents and fram es the plant 
arrangem ent. 
Before starting to sew, re­ 
view these instructions for 
m aking lined draperies: 


1- Straighten edges of m a­ 
terial and lining by pulling 
crossw ise thread and cutting 
along thread line. Press out 
creases. 


2—M easure drapery length 
plus 7 inches (m easure from 
bottom of lings). Cut panels. 
Join sections. Clip all sel- 
veges at intervals. 


3—M easure and cut lining 
3% 
inches shorter and 6 
inches narrow er than cur­ 
tains. Join sections, clip sel- 
veges. 


4- Sew weights to wrong 
side of fabric, 2 inches in 
from sides, 6 inches from 
bottom and 6 inches from 
bottom 
of 
seams. 
Turn, 
press and stitch 3-inch dou-

NEW YORK - (NEA)-Glass­ 
es clink, laughter clatters off 
the bar mirror and Mickey Man­ 
tle studies the destruction of 
another Bloody Mary. 
Pinching the stem of a cock­ 
tail glass almost daintily, Man­ 
tle crooks a pinkie and gulps 
down the drink with the finality 
of a challenged gunfighter. 
Mickey Charles Mantle, 37, 
with 
newly 
grown sideburns 
reaching his earlobes, then sat 
down in a corner booth to answer 
the question, again. 
“ I’m going to spring train­ 
ing like I always have and I’m 
going to work out like I always 
have,” he says. “ If the knees 
hold up and I can still swing at 
it a little, I’ll be around. If 
not, well, we’ll see . . 
The voice trailed off, lost in 
the rumble of the party. Mickey 
Mantle, the last of the great 
bubble gum heroes — for cer­ 
tain, the last of the great Yan­ 
kee heroes — and quite possibly 
the last of the blond, white-tooth­ 
ed nonprofane. All-American- 
type heroes, ordered another 
drink. 
“ This is a nice place,” he 
said, smiling at the waitress. 
The Bachelors III is a bistro 
on Lexington Avenue here be­ 


tween 61st and 62nd streets. 
There are no gypsy violinists 
here, no dancing girls, no free 
drinks. Indeed, the joint’s main 
attraction is its proprietor, a 
large - nosed Hungarian from 
Beaver Falls, Pa., named Joe 
Willie Namath. 
They met here, Namath and 
Mantle, to be unveiled as one 
of New York’s teams in the 
$30,000 American AstrojetGolf 
Classic, Feb. 14-16, at La Cos­ 
ta Country Club in California. 
Mantle and Namath teamed. 
America’s old sports idol and 
its new one. Hello, Joe.Goodby, 
Mick. 
There are basic similarities 
between the two, aside from the 
fact that the country apparent­ 
ly likes its sports heroes weak- 
kneed. Namath, like Mantle, is 
dimpled and loosely handsome. 
Like Mantle, he comes from a 


small town and, like Mantle, he 
has an undeniable talent. 
Namath, however, is not like 
Mantle. Namath is today, Mantle 
yesterday. 
Droopy-eyed and outspoken 
with the posture of a lightning- 
struck tree, Namath stands for 
insolence and coolness — al­ 
though he is not really that in­ 
solent or that cool.

Girl 
bartenders wear 
miniskirts that do not qualify 
as skirts. Pictures on the wall 
show No. 12 of the New York 
Jets passing a football. 
In the largest photo in the 
house, 
however, Joe Namath 
was wearing a full-length mink 
coat over bell-bottomed trou­ 
sers. Imagine Mickey Mantle 
in a mink coat. Imagine Mickey 
Mantle in bell-bottoms. 
Poor old bright-eyed, bird- 


hunting, cornball Mickey Man- 
le. After 18 years in New York, 
he still sounds like Main Street, 
Commerce, Okla., if it has a 
main street. 


Soft-spoken 
and admittedly 
shy, Mantle got his glamor 
from his blood hair, wholesome 
grin, rugged build and his 56[L 
foot home runs. Mickey never 
owned a llama-skin rug. 


Now Namath talks glibly to 
reporters about an acting ca­ 
reer. “ O.K., I never acted lie- 
fore,” he says, grinning, “ but 
that’s like saying I never played 
professional football before I 
signed up.”

bound to stand up and inquire 
what have you done lately? 
Lombardi needn’t feel put 
upon. He isn’t the only one this 
happens to. It happened to Carl 
Yastrzemski right after he did 
everything and then some in 
1967. Right away, they began 
asking him what he had in mind 
for an encore? Denny McLain is 
getting some more of the same 
right now and most assuredly it 
w ill be the same for The Great 
Healer, Vince Lombardi, soon 
after the next time he sets foot 
in Washington. They’ll all want 
to know if he can possibly do it 
again. 
“ It’ll be a little tougher than 
it was in Green Bay,’’ Lombardi 
says. “ It’s going to be a long 
pull.” 
If it comes as any consolation

Dragon nations 


Per capita income or gross national product are not the 
only measurements of a nation’s economic progress. Another 
important one is its “dependency ratio.” 
This is the ratio of the population under age 15 and over 
age 65 to the population between 15 and 64. 
High dependency ratios are among the most serious social 
and economic problems facing the developing countries because 
they mean that a relatively small working population must sup­ 
port relatively large nonproductive populations at both ends 
of the age scale. The imbalance Is caused both by increasing 
life spans and more importantly, by persistently high birth 
rates. 
Most industrialized countries have dependency ratios between 
50 and 75, reports a recent Statistical Bulletin published by 
Metropolitan Life. Values between 75 and 100 usually occur 
in developing countries. 
In Western Europe, 
ratios vary in range from 50 to 
61. In South America, by contrast, they range from about 79 
in Chile to almost 100 in Colombia. (Argentina is an excep­ 
tion with 54.) In Asia, Taiwan has 91, compared to only 51 
in Japan. 


The United States and Canada are high among industria­ 
lized countries, with dependency ratios averaging close to 
70, though there is wide variation from state to state and 
province to province. 


The significant thing is that in most industralized coun­ 
tries (US., and Canada excepted), the older dependent popula­ 
tion outnumbers the younger, It is the very large proportion 
of the population at ages under 15 that is the main reason for 
high dependency ratios in the underdeveloped world. 
Chile, for example, has nine times as many people at ages 
under 15 as at ages 65 and over; Colombia has 16 times 
more younger than older dependents. In some areas of Latin 
America, youthful dependents comprise almost 45 per cent of 
the total population. 


It is the younger population, not the older, that is most de­ 
pendent, for it is young people who require schools, jobs, 
housing and opportunities. It is the increasing demand for 
these “services” which is straining the economic resources 
and political stability of so many countries. 
Boypower’76 


Boy Scout Week for 1969 is now underway. It marks the 59th 
anniversary in America of this fine organization. In com­ 
memorating Boy Scout Week, it is well to recall a few facts 
about scouting. For example, 328 members of the 90th Con­ 
gress of the United States were either Scouts or Scout leaders; 
29 state governors have had scouting experiences and 36 out 
of the 47 living astronauts were Scouts. Perhaps if Scouting had 
reached more boys and influenced them more deeply in the 
last half century, great segments of our youth would not be in 
turmoil today, even though more than four million boys are in 
the Scouting program. 
To stimulate interest in the Scouting movement, the Boy 


Scouts of America has launched an eight-year, long-range pro­ 
gram called “Boypower ’76.” The aim of the plan is to broad­ 
en the membership base of the Boy Scouts by making known 
through community leaders, the youth of the nation and local 
organizations the availability of the Scout program to all who 
can accept its commitment of service to God, country and other 
people. The Boy Scouts of America is a lot more than just a 
worthy endeavor among many other worthy endeavors. This 
organization is a fountainhead of character and good citizen­ 
ship and should be so saluted on every appropriate occasion, 
including Boy Scout Week.

No place like ohm 


Next week, beginning Sunday the city’s 
Light and Water Department will join 
iheir counterparts in cities and hamlets 
across the land in the observance of Nap 
tional Electrical Week. 
Emil Scolari, director of the city utiL 
ities 
department, 
is understandably 
proud of the electrical end of thines. 
A news release issued by Scolari, re­ 
flects all this and more. In fact he’s 
sounding the clarion call of the future. 
It is more than coincidental that the 
week, Feb. 9 to 15, embraces the 122nd 
anniversary of Thomas A. Edison's birth 
on Feb. 11. Edison didn’t invent elec­ 
tricity, but he certainly figured out 
ways to make it benefit everyone. 
In case anyone has 
forgotten, Scolari re­ 
minds us that the 
week, “ Gives us the 
opportunity to recog­ 
nize the many ways 
that electricity ser­ 
ves us daily in our 
homes and on our 
jobs to help make our 
lives more comfor­ 
table 
and produc­ 
tive.” 
However, there are some things may­ 
be we don't know. Scolari tells us for 
example that Lompoc Department of 
Light and Water is one of more than 
2,000 publicly owned electric utilities 
in the nation serving 30-million persons. 
Presumably the other 170 million mem­ 


bers of the population get their juice 
from other sources. 
The electrical industry puts billions 
of dollars into the nation’s economy 
each year, according to Scolari, spends 
more than $2.5 billion on research and 
employes three million workers. 
Now that we’ve dispensed with the 
mundane, let’s get on to the more glo­ 
bal, more promising aspects of the busi­ 
ness. 
Scolari has issued a challenge to the 
natural gas industry, to the automotive 
industry; to the medical profession; to 
the world of education; and only inci­ 
dentally a challenge also to his own 
water department. You can also throw in 
a little nationalistic challenge to Japan. 
Russia and England. 
Electricity is the number one source of 
cooking energy, and is preferred by a 
growing number of the nation’s home­ 
owners, 
for heating, according to a 
source quoted by Scolari. 
The United States produces 36 per cent 
of the world’s total electrical power, 
greater than the combined production of 
Japan, the United Kingdom, the Soviet 
Union and West Germany, according to 
Scolari. 
Major demand for electrical service 
in the home results from the use of 
such appliances as refrigerators, ra­ 
dios, television sets, vacuum cleaners, 
clothes washers, toasters, steam irons, 
coffeemakers, mixers and frypans, he 
says.

As usual we’ll probably perfect laser 
surgery and develop an economical 
method of converting sea water before we 
get a light bulb that won’t burn out, or 
for an instance, a way of detecting 
metal fatigue and hence prevent needless 
air crashes. 
A few yars ago. I toured one of the 
satellite plants of the parent Gianini 
Corp., where they were developing pro 
ducts that at that moment had no names 
or immediate merchandise potential. 
One of the products employed elec­ 
trically powered sensors spotted in var­ 
ious parts of a plane to warn the pilot 
of trouble. That was a good one, but I 
wonder what became of it. 
Now to celebrate electrical week.

WASHINGTON - The web of the mili­ 
tary - industrial - political complex is 
so tangled that the role of David Packard 
as deputy secretary of defense has caus­ 
ed hardly a ripple. What would have been 
unthinkable 15 years ago is taken for 
granted today. 
Packard and his wife own 3,584,950 
shares of the Hewlett - Packard Co. 
(minus 30,000 made as an irrevocable 
gift) which sold last week at $82 a share. 
For Hewlett - Packard’s last fiscal year 
total orders for the company’s complex 
electronic devices were $280,000,000, of 
which $100,000,000 was either directly 
or indirectly in government contracts- 
largely with the Department of Defense. 
When Packard came before the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee for his 
confirmation hearing the questioning was 
prefunctory, if not downright subservi­ 
ent. Members of the committee seemed 
overawed by a man who had begun from 
nothing and made a very great fortune 
by his own ingenuity and drive. 
There was, however, 
a 
fleeting 
glimpse 
backward at what had 
been the mores of a 
simpler day; in these 
matters an age of in­ 
nocence. When Char­ 
les E. Wilson, pres­ 
ident of General Mo­ 
tors, 
was nominated 
for secretary of de­ 
fense by the new Re­ 
publican 
President, 
Dwight Eisenhower, in 1953 he was re­ 
quired to sell $2,500,000 in General Mo­ 
tors stock. GM was reported at that 
time to have more defense contracts 
than any other corporation. 
Packard put his Hewlett - Packard 
and other holdings in a trust over which 
during his tenure in the Pentagon he 
would have no control and the income 
of which would go to charity. The only 
challenge to this arrangement came 
from Sen. Albert Gore (D., Tenn.), who 
contended it was a bookkeeping trust 
that did not meet the requirements of 
the law 
governing conflict of interest 
between the decisions of a public servant 
and the private interests he had once 
served. 
The new No.2 man at the Pentagon 
testified he could not sell his Hewlett- 
Pakard stock, 30 per cent of all stock 
to the company and to his associates. 
No one can question that. Nor does any­ 
one question his integrity and his ex­ 
traordinary ability. 
It is the fact that in order — this 
was the plea of Secretary of Defense 
Melvin Laird — to get a man truly 
equipped to be his deputy it was neces­ 
sary to turn to one who for two decades 
has seen a considerable share of his 
wealth grow out of the swelling billions 
for the military. This is the tangible, 
the Gordian knot, tieing together the ele­ 
ments making up perhaps the most pow­ 
erful single force in both government 
and the economy. 
One detail of Packard’s involvement 
in the complex the armed services com­ 
mittee ignored. For five years he was a 
director of the General Dynamics Corp., 
with a holding of only 2,000 shares of 
General Dynamics in an extraordinarily 
rich and diverse portfolio it is sale to 
assume that he had little influence on the 
company’s 
decisions. 
Nevertheless, 
General Dynamics and the TFX plane 
dispute — into which $8 to $9 billion has 
already gone, with the charge that the 
services consider that aircraft unsat­ 
isfactory — is one of the sorest spots 
in the Pentagon - congressional relation­ 
ship. 
When it comes to conflict of interest 
in the military - industrial - political 
web Congress is no model of virtue. Some 
of the rawest examples are in the rec­ 
ord of Senate and House as members 
quarrel over where military installa­ 
tions and defense plants shall be locat­ 
ed. 
A notorious case history was that of 
the late Sen. Robert S. Kerr of Okla­ 
homa. A powerful 
member of the Sen­ 
ate’s club within a club and a close 
ally of majority leader Lyndon Johnson, 
Kerr never missed an opportunity to 
promote government leases for his huge 
uranium holdings. 
With his large oil 
holdings his high rank on the Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
was insurance 
against any upstart who might want to 
c h a n g e thp 9.H n or non* H onlofInn qllniu 


ance for oil income. 
Georgia has fared so well with de­ 
fense installations and contracts, with 
domination for many years of the House 
Armed Services Committee and Sen. 
Richard Russell chairman of armed 
services on the Senate side, that the 
joke was the state had become so over­ 
loaded as to be top-heavy. Ranking 15th 
in population Georgia is 10th in percen­ 
tage of military contracts. 
Now comes a test putting both the 
Pentagon and Congress on the hot seat 
of decision. Congress approved last year 
$1.2 billion for deployment of an anti- 
ballistic missile system in the coming 


fiscal year. As this spending multiplies 
it touches every large defense contrac­ 
tor not excepting, one assumes, Hewlett- 
Packard. 


From a number of cities out in the 
country comes a roar of protest over 
where the army proposes to put the 
ABMs. Together with the insistence of 
leading scientists that the ABM is fu­ 
tile and probably already obsolete, this 
latest spiral in the nuclear arms race 
may be checked. That is the test of con­ 
gress and for the country.

temporary standards 
. . . appeal to the pruient interests . . . 
have no socially redeeming features.” 
The action and subsequent court cases 
have a long, legal row to hoe. Recent­ 
ly, a similar action was taken in Los 
Angeles. An arrest was made but, as 
usual, a Los Angeles court threw out 
the case. Law enforcement officials be­ 
lieve that this recent court action has 
only induced the publishers of the maga­ 
zines to become even more explicit as 
to obscenity. Courts, however, have as 
much difficulty defining obscenity as try­ 
ing to pick up a piece of mercury be­ 
tween two fingers. 
The sad situation as far as we art 
concerned is that there is an audience 
large enough for this type of material 


which allows the publishers to con­ 
tinue their money making endeavors. 
We, as newspapers, will be the first 
to defend the freedom of the press. We 
find it extremely difficult to grant this 
freedom, however, to this type of publi­ 
cation. 
We wish success in the prosecution 
of the Santa Maria case ami we congratu­ 
late their relatively new police chief for 
taking such bold actions. He promises 
to “ keep this type of material out of San­ 
ta Maria” and we hope he succeeds. 
It will make it easier for the same 
to happen here.

International Scene by Ray Cromley 
Able Kissinger

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In a very quiet way, Henry Kissinger 
will exert a very heavy influence on the 
course of U.S. foreign policy in the 
years just ahead. 
This will not be because Kissinger 
will push his personal concepts of what 
that policy should be. 
For it is understood 
by President Nixon 
and by Kissinger, by 
mutual 
agreement 
a n d temperament,

that, unlike Walt Ros- 
, 
tow 
who held the

White House foreign 
/ 
affairs role until re­ 
cently, 
Kissinger 
will only assemble 
and present the facts 
and the options — not propose solutions. 
But Kissinger’s strength lies in his 
ability to marshal facts and in knowing 
when old criteria do not apply to the so­ 
lution of new problems. 
He has a thorough knowledge of his­ 
tory and a sense of knowing when his­ 
torical solutions are pertinent. He is 
best known now for his book, “Nuclear 
Weapons and Foreign Policy.” But 
friends say he will be remembered for 
his book, “A World Restored: Castler- 
eagh, Metternich and the Restoration of 
Peace, 1812-22.” 
At the age of 20, as a private in the 
U.S. Army in World War D, Kissinger 
decided that what he needed was aknowl- 
oHcro nt farts nn international affairs. 


He has spent the Zl/z decades since 
then remedying that deficiency. 
His friends say that he has accumu­ 
lated in those 25 years a most unusual 
amount of information to apply to al­ 
most any given situation abroad. 
Kissinger has what associates say is 
a fantlstic ability to concentrate on the 
specific problem at hand. Just as it 
was said of Dr. Robert C. Seamans Jr., 
as deputy administrator of the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, that he “lit up” whenever he came 
across a new scientific discovery, how­ 
ever small, so lt is said of Kissinger 
in the fields of history and foreign af­ 
fairs. 


So great is his concentration, in fact, 
that Kissinger may come into a room 
and see only the person with whom he 
can share a new discovery in his re­ 
search. He may thus pass close by men 
he knows well without seeing them. 
Close friends, on such operations, have 
been known to say: “Henry, I’m here, 
don’t you see me?” Moreover, he is 
shy and not sociable in the usually ac­ 
cepted sense of the word. 


All this has led some men to call 
him “arrogant.” But those who know him 
well are intensely loyal. 
What is likely to have the greatest 
effect on Nixon is that Kissinger is 
bound by an exceedingly high set of per­ 
sonal principles, an attitude the new 
President finds very persuasive.
